Horse Pays Best On Short Hauls and 
Frmquent Stops

instead of gasoline. It costs 6 cents a 
minute to keep a big auto truck on 
tli© streets of New York, and only two 
cents a minute to use a two-horso 
team that will draw nearly the same 
weight of freight. The milk companies 
of the some city have found that It 
costs $102,000 less a year to deliver 
$1,000,000 worth of milk in one horse 
wagons than by automobile trucks.

This refuse lies in two terraces and 
seems to indicate that there wore two 
rows of houses facing the north beach, 
each house being about 45 feet square. 
Three more rows seem to have faced 
the east beach -two being on one tei- 
racc and one on a lower level. Creeks 
bound the village site on both the 
west and south. They evidently fur 
nished fresh water—*wbilo the beach¬ 
es afforded shell fish. There appears 
to be the remains of a fort wall pro¬ 
tecting tlie village on tho point from 
approach by land. Several speciinenta 
of* ancient handiwork were collected 
on tills site. One is n hammer or pes¬ 
tle-- a mere pebble battered on both 
ends until it assumed two Hat striking 
or grinding faces. Another secured 
for tlie National Museum, is of par¬ 
ticular interest. It is a fragment tlic 
bit or cutting end of un ancient groov¬ 
ed adze head such as must liavo been 
used for hollowing out canoes from 
cedar trees, smoothing boards split 
from the largo cedars for building 
houses and for similar purposes. It has

One at Casey Point, op¬ 
posite Knuiierson Point, is cut by the 
C.N.It.; a second also cut by the rail- j 
way is on Fairy low Observation Spot; 
a third, smaller perhaps than the oth¬ 
ers, Is on tho north side of the mouth 
of I lays Creek near the dry dock in 
Prince Rupert; still another like this, 
cut by the C.N.R., but much larger and 
more than five feet deep, is near the 
cold storage plant on Ritchie Point 
within the city limits of Prince Ru¬ 
pert. There are several other such 
shell-heaps on Digby 1 slim'd and the 
mainland to the north—one at the 
hospital on Dodge Island, one along 
the west and southwest shore of 
Elizabeth Point, one at the Marine 
Station. A very large i no Is located on 
Roberson Point and on the rocks of 
the western part of tills point is a 
nearly horizontal petroglyph or rock 
1 carving intaglio of a human form 
nearly natural size. Tho Indians say 
it is where a man fell from heaven 
and dented the rock. Other petro- 
glyplis occur on tho western side of 
the cave in the south fide* of Wilgia- 
pabi Island near tin* high tide line. 
Tho Dominion Archaeologist recently 
found tin* huge deposit of an ancient 
village cut by the path on the western 
end of Lucy Island, August 14, 1927. 
There are imirnous other remains 
near Prince Rupert, all of great inter¬ 
est to some tourists and a few local 
people. No real exploration or exten¬ 
sive excai ation of any of the ancient 
remains in tin* Tslmshian linguistic 
area lias ever been attempted.

The fittest quality is 
pure white and u special product of 
Italy, which in 1923 exported 17,000 
ions, of which the United States took 
5.750 Whether the tale, which Can¬ 
ada produces in large amounts for use 
in the pai*»r, paint, and other Indus¬ 
trie and als» exports, is of the ex¬ 
act quality required for cosmetics is 
a subject for inquiry. The United 
States, though itself the largest pro 
ducer of tale in bulk, yet imports 
Italian talc for toilet preparations 
and has a g.md market in Ilritain and 
ehewhere for the filial product.

Wintering Bees I Sin, p ,e Rule* Give Protect** 


Successful Wintering Important 
Factor In Canadian Beekeeping 
On account of our long winters the 
successful wintering of bees Is an 
Important factor In Canadian bee¬ 
keeping. This tan ho easily done 
when one knows how and the proper 
procedure Is described In a bulletin 
on Wintering Bees available at the 
Publications Branch of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa. The 
long cold winter In most parts of 
Canada is not as haul on bees i»h 
might be Imagined and advantage 
may be taken of It to give the bee* a 
complete rest instead of having them 
wear themselves out with useless ac¬ 
tivity ns they often do In milder 
climates. To live through the winter 
months the colonies must be well 
filled with young b^es, be provided 
with an abundance of good whole¬ 
some stores to last well Into the foP 
lowing spring, and be given sufficient 
protection to prevent waste of energy 
and life In the production of lieat. To 
ensure sufficient young bees each 
colony should be headed with a pro-, 
llflc queen at least 6 to 8 weeks before 
the normal cessnilon of brood rearing 
In the fall. The bees must be given at 
least 10 pounds per colony of the beat 
grade of honey or sugar syrup In the 
fall before the winter cluster Is 
formed. For outdoor wintering the 
cases must be large enough to hold 
sufficient packing and must he tight 
to prevent the packing from becom¬ 
ing wet and the apiary should be 
surrounded with a good windbreak. 
For cellar wintering the cellar must 
be well insulated from outdoor 
temperatures and kept at from 45 to 
50 degrees F. The cellar must also 
be kept dark, fairly dry, and be well 
ventilated. Alter being placed In 
winter quarters the bees should not 
he disturbed.

Ordinary Health Dictum* Bt*t Guard 
Against Infantile Paralysis 

The recent startling outbreaks of 
infantile paralysis In several western 
cities and In some of the states across 
the border makes an article appear¬ 
ing In the October number of the 
magazine published by the American 
Medical Association of more than or¬ 
dinary Interest. Warnings and Instruc¬ 
tions for protecting children ngainst 
the dreaded disease are given. It says 
In part: 

“The nature of the germ causing 
the* disease Is not known. It is 
thought the disease Is directly trans- 
mlssable from person to person. 

"The nose and throat aro known 
to contain the germ. The incuba¬ 
tion period is from throe to fourteen 
days usually about seven days. The 
dlseaso starts abruptly with fever and 
often nausea and vomiting. This 
stage lusts a few day* and then 
paralysis appears. 

"In order to guard against this dis¬ 
ease one should, first of all, avoid 
taking children Into sections where it 
Is known to exist. It is a wise rule 
not lo allow' them to play with other 
children but to keep them in the sun¬ 
shine of their own hick yard. 

"Mothers should be particularly 
careful of their children's diet Just 
now* and see to It that it Includes 
plenty of vegetables and milk to build 
up resistance to disease germs. All 
food that is eaten raw should be.well 
washed, and protected from flies. It 
Is important to observe every rule of 
cleanliness." 

Here we have little more than the 
ordinary rules of health—diet .sun¬ 
shine, cleanliness. There is no royal 
road to health for even in the great¬ 
est emergencies the simple rules are 
the Important ones.

Not Infre¬ 
quently. no doubt, the Inventor makes 
discoveries for the most part unwel¬ 
come and disconcerting. In the course 
of practicalizlng ills Ideas. The dis¬ 
coverer seldom reaps much material 
benefit from Ilia labors, blit this also 
holds true of the great majority of 
Inventors. The few v. ho attain suc¬ 
cess. In this sense of the term, gen¬ 
erally purchase It very dearly at the 
coat of many anxious nays and slcep- 
less nights. Financial worries pile 
themselves on top of unforeseen tech¬ 
nical difficulties. Partners and hsho- 
; dates become depressed and discour¬ 
aged. They urge ttio abandonment of 
the venture and the return to safe 
and humdrum manufacturing opera¬ 
tions. It Is said that tlio original 
partners of Sir Charles Parsons iu In¬ 
sisting on the rb;indonment of any 
further attempt to make the steam 
turbine a mechanical and commercial 
success, assured him that he would 
never make a copper penny out of his 
Ideas. Bessemer, It will be remem¬ 
bered, proposed Iu the first instance 
that his steel process should be devel¬ 
oped by firms already engaged In the 
trade, working under license. These, 
however, failed to overcome certain 
intantile troubles, and after experl 
nienttng a few weeks or months de¬ 
clared the process to be valueless. 
Bessemer had accordingly to start a 
steel works of Ids own. Another In¬ 
stance proving liow lightly promising 
new ideas are discarded by those hav¬ 
ing no personal Interest at stake was 
cited by Sir James Henderson, who 
records that the first Barr and 
Stroud rangefinder was rejected by 
the army because the first Instru¬ 
ment made had no provision for pro¬ 
tecting it from the nun.

Noted In Long Of Airship Which 
Crossed Twice In 1919 

Imagine yourself able to gaze over 
an area of 19,200 square miles, says a 
Tit-Bits writer, and yet unable to see 
anything but water. ’Ibis should give 
you come i<L*a of the vastness and 
loneliness of the Atlantic as viewed 
from the air. 

It was in the log of the airship K 34, 
which crossed from England to Amer¬ 
ica and back again in 1919, that this 
loneliness as noted by Air Command¬ 
er E. M. Maitland.
